Record of 
Budeon county Is out for an cilice, Mr. 
Record Is blgb up In the Inner-most 
circle of the party of the *' new Idea,' 
and consequently strikes for a blgh 
office, namely, that of United State* 
Senator. 

In an open letter to the public Mr. 
Record cl tee maoy reaaeoe that In ble 
opinion demand tbe transfer of aeDator- 
1,1 honors from Ease* county to Hudeon 
county. One reason why Essex county 
ebould be deprived of the senstorehlp 
is because Senator Dryden Is tbe cboloe 
of tbe Republican organization. Mr. 
Reoord oalie It •* machine.” 

Another reason why Essex oounty 
should not have the seoatorshlp le: 
Mr. Dryden Is president of tbe Pruden¬ 
tial Insurance Company, and. has an 
Influence in sundry great banka and 
trust companies. That Is a demagogues 
reason, and savors of tbe anarcble- 
tio sentiment that la always studying to 
array poor again#t rich, vloe agaloet 
virtue, poverty against progress, crime 
and licentiousness against law and 
order, paselon against reason aod Judg¬ 
ment. A large part of Mr. Reoord a 
letter la devoted to tbe creation of a 
prejudice among poor people agalnet 
tbe Essex man, ^id another large part 
of the letter le designed to engender a 
hostile feeling against the Republican 
party organisation In this State. Yet 
In the faoe of tbe moat serious charges 
•gainst tbe Republican organization, 
Rasoad saya; " I have decided to 
become a Republican candidate for 
United Stotea Senator." Further on he 
makes a distinction between himself 
aid regular party Republicans, and aaya 
*• I shall be a Roosevelt Republican." 

" Various considerations,” Mr. Reoord 
aaya, " have moved him to enter the 
field. The principal offices wbleh are 
the key to the machine strength of this 
State are the Governorship and the 
United States SenatorShlps.
